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FOREWORD 

The  germinating  roots  of  medallic  art  in  the  United  States  lay  not  only  among 
the  slowly  rising  group  of  die-sinkers,  but  also  in  what  may  be  termed  a medallic 
‘folk-art’.  This  category  included  silver  and  goldsmiths,  artisans,  and  painters  who, 
due  to  conditions  imposed  by  economic  necessity  and  a remote  Europe  already 
medalically  mature,  contributed  immensely  to  early  American  numismatics. 

The  list  below  contains  names  of  individuals  who  may  be  listed  as  medalists,  be 
they  die-sinkers,  engravers,  designers,  or  coiners  and  technicians.  Not  included  are 
those  engravers  whose  major  output  encompassed  the  post-Civil  War  period,  e.g.. 
Key,  the  sons  of  the  elder  Robert  Lovett,  Merriam,  Paquet,  etc. 

In  the  arrangement  that  follows,  the  complete  list  is  broken  down  by  categories 
for  the  convenience  of  future  reference,  while  a roster  in  dictionary  form  will  be 
published  serially  in  subsequent  issues  of  the  Journal.  The  engravers  of  the  United 
States  Mint  will  be  treated  a little  more  intimately  in  a future  study. 

It  must  be  understood,  however,  that  new  names  will  inevitably  be  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  compiler  and  from  time  to  time  these  will  be  published  together 
with  further  pertinent  data  and  rectification  of  errors.  Since  contemporary  documents 
are  conclusive  proof,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  readers  who  possess  or  know  of  such 
material,  i.e.,  letters,  directories,  etc.  will  communicate  with  the  compiler.

This  Denver  firm  of  hankers  and  gold 
coiners  was  composed  of  Austin  M.  and 
was  organized  in  1 CSS’S.  The  Mint  w^as 
located  on  what  is  now  known  as  Six' 
teenth  and  Market  Streets  and  George 
W.  McClure,  an  assayer  from  Iowa,  coii' 
ducted  the  minting  operations  which  con- 
sisted of  striking  of  quarter,  half,  one, 
and  double  eagles  in  LSdO  and  1S61. 
The  Gewernment  purchased  the  mint  in 
April  of  1(S63,  used  it  as  an  assay  office 
for  a time,  and  finally  sedd  the  building 
and  site  in  September  1906.  In  May 
Milton  E.  Clark  and  E.  H.  Gruber  and 
186S’,  the  company  combined  to  form  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Denver.

Assistant  Engraver  at  the  U.  S.  Mint 
from  1844  to  18s6.  His  most  noted  work 
is  the  obverse  of  the  Ingrah.im  medal 
whose  reverse  was  engraved  by  Long- 
acre. 


SAMUEL  BROOME

Charles  Wilson  Peale;  the  Arehimedes 
medal  of  the  Massaehusetts  Soeiety  for 
the  Promotion  ('if  Maniitaetiires;  and  the 
rare  jxirtrait  medal  of  Charles  Carroll  of 
Carrollton.

His  name  appears  as  the  publisher  ol 
the  Daniel  Webster  medal,  the  dies  of 
whieh  were  engr.ived  by  C.  C.  Wright. 


REUBEN  HARMON,  JR. 

The  eoiner  ot  Vermont  eents  by  virtue 
of  the  Aet  ot  the  Vermont  Legislature  ot 
June  1785.  His  partners  in  the  venture 
were  Col.  William  Co(o)ley,  Elias  Jaek' 


son,  Daniel  van  Voorhis  and  James  E'. 
Atlee,  and  the  eoinage  was  exeeuted  in 
his  home  at  Rupert.  Harmon's  inelusive 
dates  were  from  175  0 to  1806. 


JOHN  HARPER 

A saw  manutaeturer  loeated  near 
Trenton,  N.  J.  who  made  some  of  the 
dies  for  New  Jersey  eoppers  and  the 
Washington  pattern  Cents  of  1791.  The 
Historieal  Magazine  of  September,  1861 
elivulges  this  interesting  information: 

. . Congress  passed  the  Jaw  establishing 
the  National  Mint,  in  1792,  and  while 
the  measure  was  under  diseussion,  the 
artists  in  Philadelphia,  then  the  seat  of 
government,  were  engaged  in  getting  up 
dies,  hoping  to  seeure  the  approval  ot 
Ciovernment  tor  their  handiwork.  John 
Harper,  an  extensive  manutaeturer  of 
saws,  at  the  eorner  of  Sixth  and  Cherry 
Streets,  eaused  dies  to  be  made  under 
direetion  of  Robert  Bireh.  Most  of  the 
original  Washington  Cent  pieees  were 
struek  from  these  dies.  The  eoins  of  1791 
were  m.ide  in  the  eellar  ot  Mr.  Harper's 
shop,  on  a press  whieh  it  is  supposed  was 
imported  from  England.  The  eoins  of 
1792  were  struek  on  a press  whieh  was 
set  up  in  an  old  eoaehdiouse  in  Sixth 
Street  above  Chestnut,  direetly  opposite 
Jayne  Street.  This  last  deseribed  press 
was  made  by  Adam  Eekfeldt,  for  many 
>'ears  the  Chief  Coiner  of  the  National 
Mint-  . . ."  That  he  was  eonneeted  with 
making  ot  New  Jersey  Cents  is  attested 
to  by  eorrespondenee  to  Boudmot  from 
Albion  Cox  who  praised  Harper  lor  his 
work  in  eonneetion  with  these  pieces.

RCM;ER  I liAEE  HlKiHES 

A sculptor  who  designed  the  American 
Art  Union  medal  of  John  Trumbull  in 
1849,  in  conjiinetion  with  C.  (7  Wright 


.ind  IHigg.in.  Hughes  was  born  in  Eng' 
kind  in  1806,  settled  in  New  York  in 
1829  and  maintained  .i  studio  in  Dor' 
Chester,  Mass.  His  tamous  work  of  (Oiief 
Justice  John  Marshall  reposes  in  the 
Rennsylv.ini.i  Academy  of  Fine  Arts.  He 
died  in  1868. 


JOHN  HULL 

A goldsmith  (162 4' 1683)  who  was  the 
mintmaster  ot  The  Massachusetts  Bay 
Colony  .ind  who  coined  the  early  silver 
coins  of  the  colony  at  Boston. 


EDWARD  HULSEMAN 

An  engraver  of  New  York  (City  whose 
.address  between  1837  and  1841  was  at 
80  Nassau  Street.  His  initial  H appears 
on  the  Hard  Times  tokens  bearing  Low 
numbers  104  and  51. 

JONAIHAN  IN(,ERSOLI 

See  J.imes  J.irvis 

CHARLES  CROMW  ELI.  IN(;Ha\M 

A painter  who  designed  the  Edwin 
Forrest  medal  engraved  by  C.  C7  Wright. 
He  was  born  in  Dublin  in  1796,  came 
to  New  York  in  1816  and  helped  found 
the  National  Academy  of  Design.  Fie 
died  in  1863. 
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AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT 

United  States  Assayer  of  Gold  in 
California  who  issued,  in  1S51  and  1852, 
his  famous  fiftyUollar  tjold  pieees. 

ELIAS  JACKSON 

CM  Litchfield,  Conn.  See  Harmon. 


JAMES  JARVIS 

The  coiner  of  New  Haven  who  was 
responsible  for  the  Futjio  and  Connecti- 
cut Cents.  On  CVt.  20,  1785,  Samuel 
Ihshop,  Josepli  Hopkins,  James  Hi.llhouse, 
,ind  John  Goodrich  were  yiven  exclusive 
riyhit  to  establish  a mint  to  coin  (Unnecti- 
cut  coppers  lor  five  years.  CMt  Nov.  12, 
1785  these  men  formed  a copartnershi|') 
with  Picrpont  Edwards,  Jonathan  Inger- 
soil,  Elias  Shipman,  and  Abel  Buel  (who 
cut  the  dies).  In  April  1786,  James  Jarvis 
became  a partner  by  buying  out  Edwards, 
Shipman,  and  |'»art  of  Ingersoll.  In  Sep- 
tember of  1787,  the  mint  was  leased  to 
Mark  Leavenworth  for  six  weeks. 

Regarding  the  Fugio  Cents  of  1787. 
the  first  coins  issued  under  the  authority 


of  the  United  States,  we  quote  from  the 
Journal  of  Congress  which  is  reproduced 
by  Crosby;  “.  . . There  are  two  contracts 
made  by  the  board  of  treasury  with 
lames  Jarvis,  the  one  for  coining  three 
hundred  tons  of  copper  of  the  federal 
'Standard,  to  be  loaned  to  the  United 
St.ites,  together  with  an  additional  quan- 
tity of  forty-five  tons,  which  he  was  to 
pay  as  a premium  to  the  Ehiitcd  States 
for  the  privilege  of  coining  . . . The  other 
contract  with  said  Jarvis  is  for  the  sale  of 
a quantity  of  copper,  amounting,  as  per 
.iccount,  to  71,174  pounds;  this  the  said 
Jarvis  has  received  at  the  stipulated  price 
of  eleven  pence  farthing,  sterling,  per 
pound,  which  he  contracted  to  pay  in 
copper  coin,  of  the  federal  standard,  on 
or  before  the  last  day  of  August  1788 


JCXSEI>H  JENKS 

The  die-cutter  and  mechanic  ol  the 
Saugus  (Mass.)  Iron  Works  who  en- 
graved the  first  Massachusetts  shilling  in 
1652.  From  the  Massachusetts  Records, 
vol.  iv,  quoted  by  Crosby,  we  find  that 
. . . “This  Joseph  Jencks,  Sen.,  had  pre- 
viously been  said  to  be  “of  Linn,”  and 
it  is  supposed  it  was  he  who  cut  many 
of  the  dies  for  the  coinage  of  this  mint.” 

ALFRED  JONES 

A line  engraver  who  was  born  in  Eng- 
land in  1819.  From  18?i4  to  1838  he 
worked  for  the  b.inknote  firm  of  Raw- 
don,  Wright.  Hatch  and  Edson  of  Al- 
bany, N.  Y.  He  designed  the  Henry  Clay 
medal  (Sattcrlce  119)  the  dies  of  which 
were  executed  by  C.  (1  WTight. 

JOHN  KAY 

A mechanic  aiul  patternmaker  of  Salt 
Lake  (aty  who  was  the  first  coiner  and 
one  of  the  die-cutters  for  the  Mormon 
gold  coinage  of  1849  to  1860.  See  Bar- 
low  and  Taylor. 
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KELLOGC,  AND  COMPANY 

From  Edi,Mr  H.  Adams  vvc  quote  tlic 
tollowin^:  “The  tirm  ot  KellogL];  6?  Co. 
was  eomposed  of  John  G.  Kelloi^g, 
formerly  ot  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  and  George 
F.  Riehter,  who  began  an  assaying  busn 
ness  as  “Kellogg  G (a)."  at  106  Mont" 
g(jmery  Street,  San  Franeiseo,  Dee.  19, 
1S5C  In  1S^4  Mr.  Riehter  withdrew 
from  the  firm  and  Augustus  Humbert 
joined  Mr.  Kellogg,  the  firm  ehanging 
Its  title  to  Kellogg  fF  Humbert,  although 
the  eoins  issueel  at  their  assay  otliee  all 
bore  the  name  of  Kellogg  G Co.  This  was 
one  of  the  most  important  private  assay 
otliees  operated  in  Galitornia.  Immense 
amounts  of  eoin  were  produeed  with 
their  stamp,  the  total  amount  issued  be" 
ing  estimated  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$6,000,000."  The  issues  were  twenty" 
dollar  pieees  of  1$>4  and  185>  and  hfty" 
dollar  pieees  in  185^. 


W IIJJAM  KNHASS 

The  seeond  engraver  ot  the  I J.S.  Mint. 
Born  in  Laneaster,  P<i.  in  1781,  Kneass 
-erved  in  the  mint  from  1824  to  1840 


when  he  died.  Among  his  works  are 
Whishington  medals,  the  pattern  half" 
dollar  of  1838,  the  gold  eoinage  ot  1834 
and  1838  as  well  as  the  silver  eoinage  ot 
1830  to  1838. 


FRANCIS  X.  KOHLER 

A die"eutter  born  in  Germany  in  1818 
and  who  started  his  business  in  Haiti" 
more  in  bS'^l.  Most  widely  known  tor 
his  sutler  eheeks,  Kohler  was  also  re" 
sponsible  tor  seveivd  medals  .imong  whieh 
are  the  Wreekers  Medal  and  the  award 
medal  of  the  B.iltimore  and  (Yho  Rail' 
road.  He  died  in  1886. 


FREDERICK  D.  KOFILER 

The  State  Assayer  of  Galitornia  who 
issued  several  gold  ingots  trom  the  Saera' 
mento  and  San  Franeiseo  branehes  of  the 
State  Assay  CYfiee.  These  very  rare 
j'>ieees  are  d.ited  1830. 

(iliORGE  F.  AI  HER  I KUNER 

Born  111  Lindau,  (lermany  in  1819, 
Kuner  learned  gold  .ind  silversmithing  at 
.in  early  .ige.  The  turmoils  ot  1848  saw 
him  .irrive  in  this  eountry  as  a politieal 
refugee  and  he  settled  in  San  Franeiseo. 
After  a brief  interlude  with  Motiat  and 
Go.  he  started  his  own  engraving  busi' 
ness  in  1849.  The  following  private  gold 
eoins  were  engraved  by  him:  Baldwin  5, 
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10,  20;  Dunhiir  Co.  ; Humbert  50 
dollar  slui.is;  N.Cj.N.  5;  Schult::  IF  Co.  5; 
all  the  eoins  of  Wass  Molitor  ^ Co. 
and  the  Mormon  5 dollar  pieee  of  I860. 
Kuner  also  made  the  dies  for  various 
Meehanie  Institute  medals  as  well  as  the 
seals  for  Wells,  Fargo  ^ Co.  He  died  in 
1906. 

LANDER 

Aeeording  to  Bushnell,  Lander  of  New 
York  eut  the  dies  for  the  William  J. 
Mullen  store  eard  in  1837  (Adams, 
N.  Y.  616). 

MAJ.  ELI  LEAVENWORIH 

From  Croshy  P.  223:  “.  . . We  further 
find  from  the  information  of  M.iir.  Eli 
Leavenworth  that  he  has  made  blank 
eoppers  the  last  fall  had  them  stamped 
in  New  York  with  various  impressions-  - 
some  tew  of  them  with  an  impression 
similar  to  the  impression  of  the  eoppers 
eoined  by  the  aforementioned  eompy.- 
We  further  find  that  Abel  Bewel  has 
gone  to  Europe  that  previous  to  his  de^ 
parture  he  gave  his  son  Benjamin  Bewel 
liberty  to  eoin  eoppers  which  business 
he  is  now  pursuing  and  has  just  began 
to  stamp  them  all  . . .”  Crosby,  in  ad' 
dition,  believes  that  Leavenworth  was 
responsible  for  the  Libernatus,  Clinton, 
Non  Vi  Virtute  Viei,  and  the  Immunis 
Columbia  of  1787.

The  father  of  three  famous  die-sinkers, 
George  H.,  Robert,  Jr.,  and  J.  1).  The 
elder  Lovett  was  known  in  Philadelphia

The  e.xeeutivc  of  the  hardware  and 
coining  firm  of  M.iehin’s  Mills  .it  New 
Cr.inge,  now  Newburgh,  N.  Y.  The  firm 
struck  imitation  English  halfpence,  .ind 
in  eon] unction  with  H.irmoiPs  firm  in 
Vermont,  also  struck  New  York  and 
Vermont  coppers.  The  dies  were  en- 
gr.ived  by  James  Atlee.  Born  in  England 
in  1744,  Maehin  served  as  a British 
officer  .ind  during  the  Revolution  joined 
the  Americans.  He  died  in  1816.  Eor  a

The  comp.iny  was  dissolved  in  18>0. 


MOFFAI  AND  COMPANY 

The  San  Francisco  assaying  tirm  that 
issued  five,  ten,  and  twenty-dollar  coins 
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from  1849  to  185  3.  Their  first  coins  were 
rectangular  sjold  intents  valued  respec' 
tively  at  $9.43  and  $16.00.  In  1850,  the 
firm  became  U.S.  assay  contractors,  and 
in  early  1852,  John  L.  Moffat  retired 
from  the  firm,  the  other  partners  havinp; 
organized  to  conduct  the  United  States 
Assay  Office  of  COold.  Moffat  resumed 
under  the  oris^inal  firm  name  in  185  3 
when  he  issued  his  twcnty^dollar  j'liece.

From  Edtjar  Adams  we  learn  that  the 
rare  set  of  coins  ntni^insj^  from  the  dollar 
to  the  teivdiVilar  piece,  dated  1849,  w’ere 
struck  by  the  coininu;  firm  of  F.  D.  Kohler 
and  Co.  Kohler  combined  w'ith  Frederick

FRANKLIN  PEALE 

A son  of  Charles  Wilson  lYale,  Frank' 
111!  (1795H870)  joined  the  sDff  of  the 
Llnited  States  Mint  in  183.7,  was  ap' 
pointed  melter  and  refiner  in  1836,  and 
Chief  Coiner  in  1839  which  position  he 
held  until  183  4.  In  addition  to  engraving 
the  obverse  dies  of  the  Polk  and  Taylor 
Indian  Peace  medajs,  he  also  was  re' 
sponsible  for  various  coiii'dies  after  the 
death  of  (7obrecht  and  his  own  departure 
from  the  mint.  From  abroad,  he  brought 
the  Contamine  reducing  lathe  and  tlie 
steani'coin.age  press  to  the  mint  where  lie 
is  remembered  for  m.iny  improvements.

C.  C.  Wright. 

NICHOLAS  PEARCE 

An  engraver  believed  by  Baker  to  have 
made  the  Victor  Sine  medal  (no.  164). 

JOHN  PEARSON 

A silversmith  of  New  York  City  who 
engraved  the  Columbian  (4rder  medal 
of^789. 


JACOB  PERKINS 

The  important  engraver  ot  Newbury- 
port,  Mass.,  1766'1<S49.  Perkins  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  following  dies:  the. 
two  Washington  mortuary  medals,  the 
Massachusetts  copper  coinage  (with  Cal- 
lender) of  1787,  and  the  very  rare  early 
pattern  Dollar. 


IHOMAS  M.  PEim

In  addition  to 
executing  the  H.ilt  Eagle  and  Hall  Dollar 
of  1807,  the  tollowing  import. int  medals 
are  either  signed  by,  or  .ittributed  to,

I tMPLEION  REID 

A gunsmith  and  assayer  ot  Lumpkin 
County,  (Georgia  who  issued  the  first 
privatelyunade  gold  eoins  sinee  Briisher. 
Dated  1S30,  these  eonsist  of  2j/2,  A and 
10  Dollar  pieees.  It  is  probable  that  Reid 
cut  his  own  dies.  The  extremely  rare  ten 
and  twcnty'five  dollar  pieces  that  he 
issued  from  Cajifornia  in  1840  are 
probably  patterns. 

PAUL  REVERE 

The  legendary  silversmith  and  dc' 
signer,  1735'ISIS.  Besides  engraving 
plates  for  some  issues  of  Continental 
CTirreney,  Revere  is  thought  to  have 
designed  the  pattern  Massachusetts  Half' 
penny  of  1776,  and  the  William  Pitt 
token  of  1766  (Betts  >18)  that  was  en' 
graved  by  Sm  it  hers. 


M.  M.  3C  E.  1.  RICHARDS 

Jewelry  manufacturers  of  Attleboro, 
Mass,  who,  in  addition  to  their  own 
cards,  made  several  Hard  Times  and  Civil 
War  token.s. 


JOSEPH  RICHARDSON 

A noted  silversmith  of  Phikidelphia, 
171L1784.  He  struck  the  Ccorgc  II

tb.it  w.is  engraved  by  Dufiield,  and  also 
engr.ived  v.irious  ov.i.l  Iiulian  Peace 
med.ils  described  by  Belden. 

CiILBER  I RINDLE 

Kindle  coined  .ind/or  engraved  New 
jersey  coppers  for  Coadsby  and  Cox  at 
the  Elizabethtown  mint.

The  first  Director  of  the  United  States 
Mint,  1792'179>. 

ARCHIBALD  ROBER  I SON 

A Scottish'born  painter  who  designed 
the  Erie  Canal  medal  of  1826  engraved 
by  C.  C.  Wright  and  struck  by  'Pede' 
trean’. 


SHUL  LS  AND  COMPANY 

The  only  coin  issued  by  this  San  Fraii' 
cisco  foundry  was  their  7 Dollars  of 
18>1.  In  18>0,  they  were  located  in  the 
rear  of  the  establishment  of  Baldwin  and 
Co.  and  made  all  the  dies  then  used  for 
private  gold  coins  in  C.ilifornia,  said  dies 
having  been  engraved  by  Kuncr.

ROBERT  SCOT 


The  first  Engraver  ol  tlie  United  States 
Mint  from  1793  to  1(S23.  Born  in  174^ 
in  Edinhurgh,  Scotland,  he  later  came 
to  this  country  and  held  the  position  ot 
engraver  to  the  State  ot  Vhrgini.i  from 
i7S()  to  17(S2  where  he  worked  on  seals 
and  possibly  paper  money.  In  the  Mint, 
Scot  cut  the  dies  tor  some  varieties  ot 
Cents  and  Halt-Cents;  and  v.irious  early 
silver  coins  including  the  Dollar  of  1794. 
He  also  engraved  the  Truxton  medal  of 
1800. 


SCOVIEL  MANUFACEURINCi  CO. 

Chie  of  the  oldest  die^sinking  firms  in 
existence  today.  (Vganized  in  1827  by 
James  M.  Eamson  and  William  Henry 
Seovill  of  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  the 
firm  retleeted  the  history  of  the  country 
as  evidenced  by  their  tokens  and  meda' 
lets.  Frc'nn  their  projitie  output  ot  Hard 
Times  and  other  tokens  to  their  very 
many  political  and  campaign  medals, 
Seovill  played  .i  veiA'  important  role  in 
the  numism.itie  history  ot  the  laiKl. 
(h'lginally  namesl  |.  M.  E.  C W.  H. 
Seovill  in  1827,  the  tirm  ehanged  it-' 
name  to  Seovill  and  Compan)'  in  1840, 
while  the  present  n.ime  h.is  existed  since

LJndoubtedly  the  most  important  en- 
graver and  medalist  this  country  had  ever 
produced.  Born  in  Ch.irleston,  S.  C.  in 
1796,  Vv'O'ight  was  known  in  his  home 
town,  in  Savannah,  Ca.,  and  in  New 
York  City  which  witnessed  his  genius. 
He  executed  tine  medals  trom  1824  until 
his  death  in  1857  and  even  tound  lime
